Wildlife project 

for town pathway 


A MAJOR project is being planned 
to clean up the Yellow Brick Road 
in Newmarket to turn it into a 
“wildlife corridor” and a footpath 
to be enjoyed by everyone. 

Dubbed “the spine of Newmar¬ 
ket”, the 1.7 mile route runs from 
Exeter Road up to the Studlands 
estate. 

Rubbish in the brook which runs 
next to the Yellow Brick Road caus¬ 
es flooding, while shrubbery has 
overgrown and the area has been 
deteriorating over the years. 

However, plans have gone before 
Newmarket Vision’s Town Centre, 
Retail, Local Economy and Tour¬ 
ism Group, to encourage new wild¬ 
life into the area and turn it into a 
properly maintained footpath. 

The project will include clearing 
the brook of flytipped items, litter, 
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and shrubbery, to stop the flooding 
problem. 

Michael Jefferys, town council¬ 
lor, is managing the project, which 
is still in the early stages. 

He said: “The Yellow Brick Road 
is the spine of Newmarket and this 
is an ambitious scheme. 

“During our early survey work 
we quickly realised there was 
plenty of potential to highlight the 
little glimpses of countryside still 
evident on the landscape - small 
wooded areas and pockets of wild- 
flower meadow were discovered 
along the route that were havens 
for wildlife. 

“We want to raise the profile so 


people know it’s not just some¬ 
where to chuck things but will be 
somewhere to go for a walk. 

“In the future we will look for cir¬ 
cular paths so that people can en¬ 
joy the path for itself.” 

Section 106 money has been 
earmarked to pay for the project, 
which will include new signage 
along the route. 

Cllr Jefferys added: “The brook is 
one of the original historic features 
of the town. 

“The name Yellow Brick Road 
goes so far back that we don’t know 
where it came from. 

“Now we can improve the envi¬ 
ronment for walkers and cyclists 
who use it and increase the biodi¬ 
versity in the area.” 

Noel Byrne, chairman of the 
Town Centre Newmarket Vision 


Group, said the project would be 
of great benefit to the town. 

He told the News : “In terms of 
tourism, it’s another way of en¬ 
hancing Newmarket. It’s a poten¬ 
tially lovely natural path that has 
been left to become a little bit be¬ 
draggled and unloved. 

“It’s in a lovely location. As a ho¬ 
telier I will be encouraging guests 
to use the local facilities and 
amenities and enjoy them.” 

The project also has the support 
of town mayor John Berry. 

He told the News : “It seems to be 
a very good thing. 

“It is one area of the town with 
significant scope for improvement. 

“If it can be improved that would

Base site ‘must 
be used in way to 
benefit the area’ 



SUFFOLK and its people 
and economy need to be 
“front and centre” in any 
plans for RAF Mildenhall. 

That is the message from 
Graham Abbey chairman of 
the Newmarket and District 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Ministry of Defence 
announced last month that 
they would be selling off 
the RAF Mildenhall site for 
housing. The US Air Force 
said last year that they 
would be leaving the site by 
2022, taking 3,200 person¬ 
nel with them. 

Questions hang over the 
future of the site, with the 
MOD confirming only part 
of the 1,100 acre site would 
be sold off, while the rest 
would be retained. 

Some, including ex Suffolk 
councillor fudy Terry, said 
the site should be a com¬ 
mercial airport to improve 
the growth of Suffolk and 
open the county’s potential. 

Now, Graham Abbey from 
the NDCC and fohn Dug- 
more, Suffolk Chamber of 
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Commerce Chief Executive, 
have said any plans that are 
made for the site need to 
look after local residents. 

Mr Abbey said: “Although 
we are sad to see the closure 
of RAF Mildenhall and all 
the benefits it has brought 
to our county we have to 
realise that we now have a 
once in a lifetime opportu¬ 
nity to ensure the former 
base places Suffolk, its peo¬ 
ple and our economy at the 
heart of its future. 

“While we accept the 
need for more homes as our 
population grows it is vitally 
important that we build 
something that the local 
community and local busi¬ 
nesses will benefit from.” 

RAF Mildenhall and near¬ 
by RAF Lakenheath, which 
is set to expand in the future, 
were estimated to be worth 
up to £700 million to the lo¬ 
cal economies. 

Mr Abbey added: “To see 


the future of this site as 
simply some sort of Cam¬ 
bridge overhow would be 
misguided and is not what 
our county needs. There has 
to be the right mix of homes 
and businesses with a focus 
on the right investment that 
will support West Suffolk 
and its thriving economy.” 

Mr Dugmore said this was 
a chance to “build a future 
for Suffolk”. 

He added: “Whether it’s 
supply chain construction 
jobs, new jobs created or 
facilities and infrastructure 
in place there has to be a fo¬ 
cus on what is right for the 
Suffolk economy, those who 
drive it, those who use it and 
those who benefit the most 
from it. If there is not then 
this will be an enormous 
wasted opportunity.”

CATS or dogs - which do you 
prefer? A BBC programme 
is getting to the bottom of 
which species is better - with 
help from a team of experts 
near Newmarket. 

Dick White Referrals, a 
specialist veterinary clinic, 
has featured in Cats v Dogs: 
Which is Best?, a two-part 
documentary on BBC 2. 

Chris Packham and Liz 
Bonnin spent four days film¬ 
ing at the surgery in Six Mile 
Bottom and getting expert 
advice from the team. 

Dick White, founder of 
the surgery, Pieter Nellisen, 
a specialist in small animal 
surgery, and Helen Fenten- 
Jones are all featured in the 
programme, giving their ex¬ 
pert opinions on the differ¬ 
ence in the brains of cats and 
dogs, hearing and the mus¬ 
cular skeletal systems. 

Jan Wade, spokesperson 
for Dick White Referrals, 
said: “The programme was 
filmed in various places 
around the world but they 
needed a hub and they used 
Dick White Referrals. 

“They needed a lot of ex¬ 
pert opinions from the vets 
at our place and used it as a 
hub to shoot the joining-up 
scenes.” 

The programme was com¬ 
missioned by Boundless and 
sees cats and dogs com¬ 
peting in tests on sensory 
powers to work out which 
has better vision, smell and 
hearing.

Man caught 
with drugs 
after party 

A MAN who bought cocaine for 
a New Year's Eve party - but 
was unable to take it when he 
became ill - has been fined by 
magistrates.

"He explained what had 
happened is he had bought the 
drugs for New Year's Eve but 
he didn't take them beause he 
became ill in hospital." 

He was ordered to pay a total 
of £492 to the court, which will 
be combined with previous 
outstanding payment orders and 
will return to court next week for 
breach of a community order.

Elderly ‘had no hot 
water for 3 weeks’ 


BOILER issues at a care complex in 
Soham left elderly residents without 
hot water for three weekends run¬ 
ning. 

Sanctuary Extra Care, which man¬ 
ages Millbrook House care complex, 
in Lode Close, has apologised after 
one of the boiler pumps stopped 
working, and says the hot water was 
eventually restored on Monday. 

But relatives of residents at the 
complex, which opened in 2013, are 
unhappy. 

Mark Shelton, from Queen Ad¬ 
elaide, whose 87-year-old mother, 
Una, lives at the complex, said: “It’s 
totally unacceptable that elderly 
residents are having to live without 
hot water. 

“Yes boilers break, but it shouldn’t 
be happening as often as it seems to 
happen at Millbrook House, and it 
certainly shouldn’t take that long to 
fix. 

“When I visited mum last weekend 

COUNCIL 
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her carers were having to carry hot 
water in the kettle from the kitchen 
through to the bathroom just so that 
she could have a wash.” 

Another local resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: “My 
dad lives at Millbrook House and he 
hasn’t had any hot water for the last 
three weekends. 

“The boiler issues are beyond a 
joke. Millbrook House is a relatively 
new scheme - residents shouldn’t 
have to be boiling water in kettles in 
order to wash themselves.” 

Last January, Ely News reported 
that residents at the complex had 
been left without hot water for a 
fortnight after the boiler broke on 
Christmas Eve. 

Speaking on Tuesday morning, 


Tracey Spencer, national service 
manager for Sanctuary Extra Care, 
said: “There are three boilers serving 
the scheme, and unfortunately one 
of the pumps stopped working and 
needed to be reset which left some 
residents without hot water. 

“We are very sorry and want to 
reassure residents that even though 
the system has been up and running 
since Monday morning we have ar¬ 
ranged for the pump to be com¬ 
pletely replaced this week to prevent 
the same from happening again. 

“We would never want any of our 
residents to be inconvenienced, and 
want to reassure them that staff are 
available to help.”

Toilets in Burwell and Fordham could close 


PUBLIC toilets in Burwell, Fordham 
and Soham could be closed under 
plans from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Fordham public toilets have been 
earmarked for closure, while Burwell 
parish council will be asked to pay 
an annual sum if they want to keep 
their public facilities open, accord¬ 
ing to East Cambridgeshire District 
Councillor Lorna Dupre. 

The same fate may come to So¬ 


ham town council, who will be asked 
if they want to pay the annual fee to 
keep the toilets open. 

Last year, the council considered 
charging people 20p to use the lo¬ 
cal toilets, however the charges were 
dropped in November after the ma¬ 
jority of residents consulted said 
they would not be willing to pay to 
use the facilities. 

The authority says the loos, in¬ 
cluding others in Ely and Littleport, 


cost over £200,000 a year to run and 
maintain. 

The recommendations have been 
made by the council’s asset devel¬ 
opment committee and will be go¬ 
ing before the commercial services 
committee on March 15.

be a very good thing for the town.” 

It is hoped as the project grows, 
the community will be able to take 
ownership of sections of the route 
- as Go Wild In Newmarket has for 
the Orchard in the Studlands Park 
estate.

THE Good Samaritan, who 
opened his home to a trou¬ 
bled individual, thought 
he would be killed when 
the person he was trying to 
help held a knife against his 
throat. 

Speaking to the News, 
Michael Stone said he had 
taken in Phillip Emery with 
a feeling of altruism, hop¬ 
ing his mental health would 
improve to such a state he 
would be able to offer help 
to others in the same situa¬ 
tion. 

“I took him on as a pro¬ 
ject,” said Mr Stone. “He 
was a bright guy who could 
have helped other people. 
Unfortunately, I did not un¬ 
derstand the extent of his 
mental problems. I did not 
realise how volatile he was 
or that he was going to get 
worse.” 

Mr Stone explained Em¬ 
ery had been working as a 
chef at a pub where he used 
to enter the pub quiz. 

The pair got talking and, 
after Emery lost his ac¬ 
commodation following a 
dispute, Mr Stone invited 
him to live with him. Em¬ 
ery eventually took up resi¬ 
dence in a bungalow next to 
the house where Mr Stone 
lived with two other men. 

During the trial, the court 
heard Emery told Mr Stone 
to get on his knees and told 
him he was going to cut his 
throat. 

“We were all quite terri¬ 
fied by his behaviour,” said 
Mr Stone. “He just became 
too dangerous.” 

Another resident of the 
house, who asked not to be 
named, said: “He was quite 
charming but he snapped. 
He became a crazed ma¬ 
niac.”

A “VOLATILE” man with an 
“uncontrollable temper” has 
been jailed after he held a 
knife to a Good Samaritan’s 
throat and threatened to kill 
him. 

Phillip Emery, 39, lived in 
a bungalow on the property 
owned by Michael Stone, who 
had offered him accommoda¬ 
tion in a bid to help him ad¬ 
dress his mental health issues. 

Last summer, Emery sub¬ 
jected his benefactor, as well 
as two other men living in the 
next property, to a terrifying 
ordeal that culminated in him 
holding a knife to the home¬ 
owner’s throat and threaten¬ 
ing to kill him. 

Emery, of Fordham Road 
in Newmarket, appeared 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
where he was found guilty of 
one count of blackmail, one 
count of affray, three counts 
of theft and one count of 
causing criminal damage. The 
jury acquitted him of a sec¬ 
ond count of affray and an¬ 
other of theft.

On Thursday, he was sen¬ 
tenced to a total of 34 months 
in prison and was ordered to 
pay a £120 victim surcharge. 
Emery was also handed a re¬ 
straining order which will 
prevent him from making 
contact with any of his three 
victims or from visiting the 
address they had lived at. 

The order will be in force for 
five years. 

Sentencing, Recorder Ru¬ 
pert Lowe told Emery: “You 
threatened Michael Stone, a 
man who had helped you and 
given you work and accom¬ 
modation. 

“You used serious menaces 
to extract about £2,000. 

“Most serious of all, though, 
is the affray. Having an un¬ 
controlled and uncontrol¬ 
lable temper, you grabbed 
hold of Mr Stone from behind 
and held a knife against his 
throat, saying you would cut 


his throat. 

“Everyone present believed 
it. Mr Stone thought he was 
going to lose his life. That was 
the degree of fear you put him 
in.” 

The court heard Emery had 
67 previous convictions, in¬ 
cluding one for an incident in 
2011 where he threatened po¬ 
lice with a home-made flame¬ 
thrower. 

Recorder Lowe conceded 
Emery’s acts were a result of 
his failure to take his medica¬ 
tion. 

“You are a man capable of 
being charming, helpful and 
diligent,” he said. “Those who 
know you have praised you 
for those qualities. But you 
suffer from certain psychiat¬ 
ric conditions. They are con¬ 
trollable with medication, but 
you have a history of failing to 
take it. 

“You revert to behaviour 
which is totally intolerable 
and causes immense distress 
to those who have gone out of 
their way to be your friends.”

Fake plate man 
avoids jail term 


A MAN from Newmarket has 
avoided a prison sentence after 
selling illegal car number plates 
on the internet. 

David Bagnall, of Park Lane, 
Newmarket, appeared at Luton 
Crown Court on Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 29, alongside father and 
son, John Charles Clarke, 70, 
of Bletchley and Steven John 
Clarke, 32, of Pulham St Mary in 
Suffolk. 

Bagnall, 50, set up the busi¬ 
ness ‘numberlshowplates’ with 
the Clarkes and other members 
of the Clarke family, the court 
was told, and sold vehicle reg¬ 
istration plates on the internet 
from a unit in a garden in Milton 
Keynes. 

However, the number plates 
were illegal because they offered 
to apply car logos to the plates 
without the authority of the 
trademark holder. 

This is an offence under the 
Trade Marks Act and all admit-

Peer scheme is 
changing lives 


RESIDENTS of Newmarket 
are being urged to make use 
of a mental health peer ser¬ 
vice in the town. 

Suffolk Mind are taking 
part in a pilot scheme which 
would see users give and 
receive support from each 
other.

“Around that time my 
confidence also started to 
improve and as well as vol¬ 
unteering for a local charity 
shop, I became a member 
on the allotment commit¬ 
tee.” 

Mike is now manager of 
the allotment site and hails 
peer support as the reason 
why he has come so far. 

He added: “Peer support 
from the people I have met 
through volunteering has 
really helped me and I have 
even been able to ease back 
on my medication through 
the changes I have made. 

“Working on the allot¬ 
ments is a great way for peo¬ 
ple to get together and work 
companionably, knowing 
they can have support and 


talk to someone if they want 
to. I was really keen to sup¬ 
port Suffolk Mind when 
they started their Get Up 
and Grow allotment project 
with us and I now work side 
by side with them as a vol¬ 
unteer on the project which 
provides peer support in a 
friendly and natural envi¬ 
ronment.”

‘Nobody knows what is 
wrong with my Abbie’ 

Four-year-old Abbie can’t 
walk, talk or eat - and 
doctors can’t explain why. 
Mum Lisa Ayton tells Freya 
Leng about why she is still 
optimistic about the future. 


S EEING her little girl take her first steps would 
be a dream come true for Lisa Ayton. 

But after her daughter Abbie spent the 
early part of her life in hospital, it became clear 
that something wasn't right. 

Since suffering her first seizure when she was 
just six months old, Abbie has battled with a 
syndrome without a name, leaving her unable to 
walk, talk or eat properly. 

She has to be fed with a tube into her 
stomach as she is unable to feed herself, and her 
development is severely delayed. 

But perhaps worst of all, no-one knows what 
is wrong with her or why these things have 
happened. Or if her condition will get worse. 

Her mum Lisa, 30, and her partner Adam 
Denston, 33, have been in and out of hospital 
with her during her short life but doctors remain 
uncertain as to what her condition is. 

Now the couple, who live in Coleridge, 
Cambridge, are trying to raise £6,000 for 
specialist sensory equipment for their daughter 
with the hope it will improve her quality of life. 

"Everything started when she was six months 
old," said the mum-of-three. "Before that we 
thought she was fine. It started off with the 
seizures, then she ended up in hospital in 
intensive care for two months. 

"The hardest thing about it was we didn't know 
what was happening. One day we were like a 
normal family, getting on with life, then the next 
thing we were in intensive care on life support. 

"She can't swallow. She gets bad chest 
infections and has a weak immune system. As she 
gets older it's building up but it's never going to 
be great. 

"That's why she gets ill so quickly. It doesn't 
take much for her to get anything. If something is 
going around she will have it." 

Every year, there are about 6,000 people born 
across the country with "syndrome without a 
name", known as SWANs. 

These children are born with a developmental 
disorder, but less than half are diagnosed. 

During the two months at Addenbrooke's, 
Abbie was having lots of seizures - at one point 
she had 48 in 24 hours - before she was finally 
sent home with medication. 

But constant chest infections meant she kept 
ending up in hospital and it soon became clear 
that there was more wrong than just epilepsy. 

The youngster was on all sorts of medication to 
try and control the seizures and ended up having 
a problem with feeding. 

Just before her first birthday, she had an 
operation on her stomach and she is now fed 
through a tube in her stomach. 

Now with her fifth birthday coming up, Abbie's 
doctors are no closer to finding a cause of her 
condition. 

Genetic specialists tried to find the cause of her 
condition just before her first birthday - and she 
has even been to Great Ormond Street Hospital 
in London for tests - but so far they have drawn 
a blank.

"They [Great Ormond Street] said they 
would get in touch if they found anything. We 
haven't heard anything yet," said Lisa. 

"It's really hard waiting to see if they have 
found anything. It makes it hard when she's in 
hospital and really poorly. 

"I can have arguments with the doctors 
about it. She comes in really poorly and a 
clinician told me it was probably because her 
condition was deteriorating. But how can 
you tell me that when you don't know what's 
wrong with her? It's a constant battle for us." 

Despite Abbie's problems, the family remain 
positive her condition will improve. 

She has been on a ketogenic diet - a high- 
fat, low-carbohydrate regime used primarily 
to treat epilepsy in children - for almost two 
years, which is helping to control her seizures. 
And the family believe the equipment for 
which they are raising money, an omiVista 
interactive light projector, will really help her 
development. 

Abbie already uses the omiVista mobile 
system at the East Anglia's Children's Hospices' 
(Each) Milton hospice, where she stays for a 
couple of nights each month. 

The portable equipment projects on to the 
floor a variety of bright playscapes which are 
movement sensitive - allowing children and 
young people to interact with images and 
sounds in a new and exciting way. 

Lisa, who used to work in a nursing home 
and has raised about £1,500 so far towards 
her target, added: "I think for me it's more 
about finding something that's just going to 
help her progress more. 

"If you watch her on it, and if you know 
Abbie, you would think 'Wow, what a different 
child!'. She enjoys it and moves around to 
make things move. She actually responds to it. 

"That's what makes it worth it. For me with 
Abbie, it's all about anything that will help her 
progress. 

"We will always have the hope she will walk 
one day. We're keeping the strength up in her 
legs. With the standing frame one day she may 
stand up and take a few steps. 

"She's very happy, you know when 
something is not right with her. Although she 
can't talk or communicate, when you play 
with her she does smile and we hear giggles 
from her." 

Helen Thrower, Each play specialist, added: 
"The omiVista is so well used at our hospice, 
both in our sensory room and care floor. For 
children whose life-threatening condition may 
only give them limited ability to see or hear, or 
to move and touch, the omiVista is perfect for 
them to help develop their sensory skills through 
interactive fun. 

"The programme is very interactive and 
allows many children and young people that 
Each supports to play, develop and enjoy the 
images and sounds. It's also a great tool for 
families to use whilst at the hospice as it suits 
all ages and abilities so is something the whole 
family can enjoy together. 

"The equipment fits in with our ethos of
